1.  Call  to  Order.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  3:08  p.m. 

2.  Roll  Call  (Committee  Members  Present).  Bruce  Oka  (Chair),  Linton  Stables, 
Daniel  Weaver. 

Staff  Present.  Vincent  Dunlap  (MTA  CAC  Secretary). 

3.  Introductions.  The  Chair  introduced  Mr.  Pi  Ra  (Walk  SF)  as  a  member  of  the  Public  in 
attendance. 

4.  Comments  from  the  Chair.  The  Chair  outlined  the  purpose  of  the  Committee  is  to 
address  issues  concerning  safety,  training  and  accessibility.  Mr.  Oka  emphasized  the 
importance  of  addressing  accessibility  issues  should  not  only  encompassing  disabled  and 
seniors  concerns  but  the  concerns  of  the  general  public  as  well. 

5.  Public  Comment.    The  Chair  invited  Mr.  Pi  Ra  (Walk  SF)  to  openly  participate  and 
provide  comment  on  any  agenda  item  as  discussion  occurs. 

6.  Committee  Goals  and  Objectives.  The  Chair  expressed  his  desire  to  establish  and 
adhere  to  a  regular  schedule  for  meeting  once  a  month.  Mr.  Oka  canvassed  Committee 
members  and  it  was  agreed  that  the  Committee  would  meet  every  second  Thursday  of  the 
month  at  1145  Market  as  originally  established.  Linton  Stables  expressed  his  agreement  with 
the  Chair's  comments  and  interest  in  signage  -  how  signage  clearly  directs  the  public  in 
accessing  the  Muni  system.  Mr.  Oka  stated  that  his  desire  is  that  the  STAC  interest  does  not 
overlap  those  of  the  Muni  Accessibility  Advisory  Committee  (MAC).  Mr.  Stables  suggested 
that  since  the  Chair  is  a  member  of  MAC,  Mr.  Oka  should  include  in  future  Comments  from 
the  Chair  a  report  commenting  on  the  issues  the  MAC  may  considering,  and  quite  possibly 
the  Committee  could  recommend  to  the  full  Council  support  of  the  MAC  regarding  such.  Mr. 
Stables  indicated  that  an  area  he  is  interested  in  that  crosses  the  safety  and  training  areas  is 
the  ongoing  relationship  between  bicyclist  and  Muni  drivers,  particularly  bus  drivers.    Daniel 
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Weaver  expressed  his  interest  in  finding  out  what  section  of  the  Department  of  Parking  and 
Traffic  (DPT),  now  a  Department  of  the  Municipal  Transportation  Agency,  addresses 
accessibility  and  pedestrian  safety  concerns.  Mr.  Pi  Ra  suggested  that  Mr.  Weaver  contact 
Mr.  Peter  Tannen  (Bicycle  Program  Manager,  DPT)  and  Frank  Markowitz  (Pedestrian  Program 
Manager,  DPT).  Mr.  Ra  indicated  that  he  could  email  Mr.  Oka  the  contact  numbers  of  Mr. 
Tannen  and  Mr.  Markowitz.  Mr.  Weaver  suggested  that  Mr.  Tanner  and  Mr.  Markowitz  be 
invited  to  give  an  overview  presentation  of  both  the  Bicycle  and  Pedestrian  Programs.  Mr. 
Stables  suggested  that  the  Committee  should  coordinate  with  the  Pedestrian  Citizens' 
Advisory  Council  being  formed  through  the  City's  Board  of  Supervisors/Rules  Committee.  Mr. 
Ra  commented  that  SF  Walk  members  will  be  involved  with  the  Pedestrian  Citizens'  Advisory 
Council  and  that  the  Pedestrians  Master  Plan  will  be  a  priority  issue. 

7.  Report  on  Evacuation  Drill  November  18,  2001.  Mr.  Oka  stated  that  the 
Committee  had  not  met  since  last  year  (December  13th,  2001)  and  a  full  report  regarding 
Agenda  Item  4  -  Report  on  Evacuation  Drill  on  11/18/01  from  that  meeting  had  not  been 
provided  to  the  Committee.  The  Chair  then  indicated  that  the  Committee  should 
reschedule  a  presentation  reporting  on  the  Evacuation  Drill  of  November  18th, 
2001  and  an  update  on  any  evacuation  drill  conducted  since  that  time  is  given. 

8.  Pedestrian  Safety.  Committee  members  expressed  concerns  associated  with 
pedestrian  safety  throughout  Agenda  Item  6.  Mr.  Ra  commented  that  the  Committee  should 
obtain  a  summary  report  identifying  Muni  related  pedestrian  and  bicycle  accidents. 

9.  Paratransit  Group  Van  Service  Cap.  The  Chair  began  by  stating  because  of  budget 
concerns  Muni  has  capped  Group  Van  Services  for  paratransit  services,  which  is  not  an 
American  Disabilities  Act  (ADA)  mandated  service.  Mr.  Oka  provided  a  brief  background 
regarding  paratransit  services  in  the  City.  Mr.  Ra  explained  that  ADA  mandates  that  cities 
are  responsible  in  providing  transportation  to  individuals  when  a  disability  prevents  the 
individual  from  safely  riding  public  transportation.  Mr.  Ra  commented,  as  to  Group  Van 
Services  where  the  agency  dictates  the  time,  place  and  purpose  of  the  trip,  the  ADA 
specifically  states  that  organizational  agency  transportation  is  not  covered  under  the  ADA 
mandate.  He  explained  the  crux  of  the  problem  lies  in  paratransit  services  to  and  from  Adult 
Day  Healthcare,  Senior  Centers,  and  Developmentally  Disabled  Centers,  etc.,  which  are  ADA 
certified.  By  not  availing  Group  Van  Services,  paratransit  transportation  options  are  either  by 
taxi  or  by  lift  van.  Mr.  Ra  stated  that  lift  van  services  is  three  times  more  expensive  than 
Group  Van  Services  and  taxi  service  is  about  10  to  15  percent  more  expensive  than  Group 
Van  Services.  Taxi  service  also  imposes  a  limitation  on  the  ability  to  transport  a  disabled 
group  to  or  from  a  particular  center,  but  Group  Van  Service  is  a  more  effective,  reliable  and 
cost  effective  coordinated  service.  Mr.  Oka  pointed  out  that  a  restriction  has  been  imposed 
on  health  service  agencies  not  being  able  to  add  individuals  needing  paratransit  services, 
however,  individual  can  acquire  services  through  attrition.  Mr.  Ra  expressed  his  concern  that 
due  to  budget  restraints,  Muni  is  capping  Group  Van  Services  as  a  means  of  addressing 
current  budget  constraints,  which  affects  Muni's  ability  to  provide  long  established  paratransit 
transit  service.  Mr.  Ra  suggested  that  since  this  paratransit  issue  relates  to  health  concerns, 
Muni/the  MTA  should  request  funding  from  other  City  departments,  such  as  Health,  to 
increasing  its  funding.  The  Chair  indicated  that  Muni's  Accessible  Services  and 
Finance  provide  a  report  to  the  STAC  as  to  the  justification  for  cap  on  Paratransit 
Group  Van  Services.

3.  Introductions  (Discussion).  Bruce  Oka  (Chair)  introduced  Mr.  Brian  Cunningham. 

4.  Comments  from  the  Chair  (Action/Discussion).  The  Chair  expressed  his  concerns 
regarding  the  number  of  vehicles  that  are  blocking  entire  sidewalks,  particularly  in  his 
neighborhood.  Mr.  Oka  commented  that  this  issue  is  a  citywide  problem  and  had  desired 
Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic  (DPT)  representation  to  come  to  discuss  this  issue.

Safety)  began  by  referring  to  the  MUNI  Emergency  Drill  of  November  18th  2001:  Debriefing 
&  Next  Steps  handout  provided  (Attached).  The  handout  consist  of  excerpts  from  an  internal 
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MUNI  departmental  Powerpoint  presentation  given  to  most  drill  participants  which  described 
in  brevity  the  scope  of  the  November  18th  Emergency  Drill,  the  scenario,  and  evaluators  and 
monitors  responsibilities  in  preparing  after  actions  reports.  An  overview  of  the  reasons  for 
emergency  drills  and  emergency  preparedness  was  provided  to  the  Committee.  He  further 
stated,  as  a  result  of  the  drill,  primarily  areas  of  improvement  were  identified  concerning 
communications  and  coordination,  and  have  been  acted  on.  In  terms  of  emergency 
preparedness  efforts,  Mr.  Cunningham  commented  on  MUNI's  policy  of  effecting  drills, 
conducting  station  orientations  reviewing  safety  systems,  training  and  tabletop  workshops 
conducted  with  the  MTC,  coordination  with  other  City  (SFPD/SFFD)  and  transit  agencies 
(BART),  and  MUNI'S  participation  as  part  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Emergency  Services.  Mr. 
Oka  commented  on  his  participation  in  the  drill  and  a  more  realistic  drill  procedure  needs  to 
be  effected  concerning  the  evacuation  of  wheelchair  patrons  in  an  emergency. 

7.  Paratransit  Group  Van  Service  Cap.  A  written  report  (Attached)  addressing  this 
agenda  item  was  provided  to  the  committee.  The  Chair  provided  background  by  stating,  as 
of  January  1,  2002,  MUNI  decided  to  cap  Group  Van  Services  as  a  means  in  saving  money. 
As  a  result  of  the  cap,  the  Adult  Day  Health  Care  (ADHC)  Centers  could  not  add  new  people 
to  their  program  only  through  attrition.  Mr.  Oka  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  ADHCs  need 
to  expand  their  programs  because  the  need  for  these  centers  is  increasing.  The  Chair 
indicated  his  understanding  of  MUNI's  policy  to  cap  the  funding  for  Group  Van  Services  and 
stated  that  it  should  not  be  MUNI's  sole  responsibility  to  provide  the  transportation  to  ADHC 
Centers.  Mr.  Oka  was  of  the  opinion  that  cuts  should  be  made  in  other  areas  of  MUNI's 
budget  to  allow  for  funds  to  be  available  for  Group  Van  Services,  which  is  not  an  American 
Disabilities  Act  (ADA)  mandated  service.  Mr.  Oka  and  Mr.  Weaver  discussed  paratransit 
services  in  the  City,  how  Taxi,  Group  Van  and  Lift  Van  Services  are  funded,  operated  and  the 
differences  in  the  service  to  the  customer.  The  Chair  indicated  that  he  would  like  to  have  a 
recommendation  prepared  for  the  Committee  next  meeting  for  forwarding  to  the  full  Council 
in  November.

1.  Call  to  Order  (Agenda  Item  1).  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  3:07  p.m. 

2.  Roll  Call  (Agenda  Item 2)

3.  Adoption  of  Minutes:  September  12,  2002  (Agenda  3).  Daniel  Weaver  moved  the 
following  motion: 

Motion:      THAT  THE  SAFETY,  TRAINING  &  ACCESSIBILITY  COMMITTEE  MINUTES 
OF  SEPTEMBER  12,  2002  BE  APPROVED. 

THE  CHAIR  INDICATED  THAT  THE  MOTION  CARRIED  WITHOUT  OBJECTION. 

4.  Introductions  (Agenda  Item  4).  Bruce  Oka  (Chair)  requested  that  the  MTA  CAC 
Secretary  introduced  Mr.  Benny  Ing,  a  student  from  San  Francisco  State.  The  Secretary 
stated  that  Mr.  Ing  contacted  the  office  and  expressed  an  interest  in  attending  a  series  of 
meeting  on  citizens'  advisory  bodies  in  furthering  his  studies  on  their  influence  on 
government  decisions. 

5.  Comments  from  the  Chair  (Action/Discussion).  The  Chair  expressed  his  displeasure 
with  the  response  from  the  Department  of  Parking  &  Traffic  (DPT)  in  sending  staff  to  the 
Council's  Committee  meetings.  Mr.  Oka  stated  that  DPT  staffing  discussions  have  been  held 
at  the  Council  level,  however  the  Committee  desire  to  effect  detailed  discussion  of  issues 
specific  to  concerns  of  the  Committee's.  The  Secretary  reminded  the  Chair  that  the  merger 
between  Muni  and  DPT  is  a  work  in  progress.  Currently,  discussions  with  the  Council's 
Chairs  and  both  Muni  and  DPT  staffs  are  proceeding  in  establishing  procedures  and  policy  as 
to  how  DPT's  will  staff  Council's  Committee  meeting.  The  Secretary  indicated  that  DPT  is 
being  responsive  to  the  Council's  concerns  regarding  enforcement  of  parking  restrictions  on 
City  sidewalks  as  exemplified  during  the  Council's  meeting  of  October  3rd.  DPT  provided  a 
presentation  and  overview  on  the  Department's  Enforcement  Division  priorities  in  which  open 
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discussion  occurred  addressing  the  Committee's  concerns  regarding  sidewalk  parking 
enforcement.  The  Chair  expressed  the  opinion  that  DPT  is  overwhelmed  and  under  staff, 
however  the  Department  should  direct  staff  to  attend  Council  Committee  meetings  and  that 
Committee  Chairs  should  be  included  in  the  ongoing  policy  discussions.  Mr.  Weaver 
commented  as  an  outcome  of  the  DPT  presentation  at  the  Council's  October  3rd  meeting, 
James  Howard  (Deputy  Director,  DPT  Enforcement  Division)  commented  that  the  Council's 
assistance  would  be  appreciated  in  addressing  the  Department's  need  for  increasing 
Enforcement  Officers  staffing  levels.  Mr.  Weaver  indicated  that  in  order  to  adequately 
enforce  parking  restrictions  on  City  sidewalks  DPT  needs  to  determine  what  staff  additions 
are  necessary.  Mr.  Oka  stated  that  regarding  his  comment  made  at  the  October  3rd  Council 
meeting,  in  which  Mr.  Howard  indicated  that  he  would  personally  follow-up  Mr.  Oka's 
concern  regarding  the  blatant  sidewalk  parking  violations  occurring  in  his  neighborhood,  Mr. 
Howard  canvassed  the  block  of  Mr.  Oka's  residence  along  16th  Avenue.  Mr.  Oka  stated  that 
Mr.  Howard  notified  him  on  Saturday,  October  5th,  that  his  concerns  were  valid  and 
Enforcement  Officers  will  more  closely  monitor  sidewalk  parking  violations  in  the  area.  Mr. 
Weaver  indicated  that  the  Council  was  in  agreement  with  the  idea  of  recommending  that 
DPT  as  a  significant  revenue  source  for  the  City  should  consider  increasing  the  parking 
Enforcement  Division's  staff.  Having  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Josiah  Street  Block  Club  in 
the  Ingleside  neighborhood,  Mr.  Weaver  stated  that  the  consensus  of  neighborhood 
residents  attending  the  meeting  was  supportive  of  the  opinion  to  increase  the  number  of 
Enforcement  Officers  to  enforce  sidewalk  parking  restrictions  if  it  would  help  to  resolve  the 
sidewalk  parking  violation  issue.  Mr.  Oka  stated  that  he  has  spoken  before  the  MTA  when  it 
was  the  PTA  (Public  Transportation  Commission)  suggesting  that  disabled  wheelchair  users 
be  employed  as  parking  officers  as  is  done  in  other  states.  However,  it  was  the  decision  of 
the  PTA  and  the  City's  Board  of  Supervisors  at  that  time  that  for  individual  safety  reasons  the 
suggestion  was  not  viable.  Mr.  Oka  also  stated  that  the  suggestion  of  hiring  non-disabled 
neighborhood  residents  as  auxiliary  Enforcement  Officers  to  enforce  sidewalk  parking 
violation  in  their  neighborhood  might  be  an  acceptable  idea.  Mr.  Oka  then  called  for  Agenda 
Item  6. 

6.  Public  Comment  (Agenda  Item  6).  Mr.  Ing  commented  that  he  was  in  agreement  with 
the  points  made  during  the  discussion  of  enforcement  restrictions  on  City  sidewalks  under 
the  Comments  from  the  Chair  (Agenda  Item  5).  Mr.  Ing  stated  that  even  in  his 
neighborhood,  the  Sunset  along  Taraval  Street  and  38th  Avenue,  it  has  been  noted  that 
vehicles  parked  in  private  driveways  frequently  obstruction  the  pedestrians  sidewalk  areas 
intersecting  the  driveways  which  does  impede  disabled  wheelchair  residents  ability  to  use  the 
sidewalks.  However,  he  stated  he  understands  the  limited  vehicle  parking  and  obstruction 
issue  that  exacerbate  the  problem. 

7.  Enforcement  of  Parking  Restrictions  on  City  Sidewalks  (Agenda  Item  7).  Daniel 
Weaver  referred  to  the  Council's  unanimity  regarding  the  issue  of  sidewalk  parking 
enforcement  during  the  Council's  October  3rd  meeting.  Mr.  Oka  explained  that  it  is  a 
violation  of  the  State's  Vehicle  Code  when  a  vehicle  is  parked  in  a  driveway  and  it  obstructs 
the  flow  of  pedestrian  sidewalk  traffic  or  a  disabled  individual  cannot  negotiate  around  the 
parked  vehicle  obstructing  the  sidewalk.  Mr.  Weaver  stated  that  there  are  two  laws  -  a  City 
law  that  prohibits  parking  on  sidewalks  and  a  State  Vehicle  Code  that  doesn't  necessarily 
prohibits  parking  on  sidewalk,  but  the  sidewalk  cannot  be  blocked.  Mr.  Oka  commented  that 
if  all  four  wheels  of  a  vehicle  are  on  the  sidewalk  it  is  in  violation  of  State  law.    Mr.  Oka 
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raised  the  issue  when  a  General  Enforcement  Office  is  conducting  routine  enforcements  and 
a  citizen  complains  about  a  blocked  driveway  or  sidewalk  the  officer  should  determine  at  that 
time  the  validity  of  the  complaint  and  issue  a  citation  if  warranted  instead  of  directing  the 
resident  to  contact  the  DPT  587/588  Detail.  Mr.  Weaver  commented  that  the  enforcement 
burden  is  being  placed  on  the  neighborhood  residents.  The  Secretary  reminded  the 
Committee  that  during  the  October  3rd  Council  meeting,  Mr.  Howard  stated  that  if  a  citizen 
approach  a  DPT  General  Enforcement  Officer  concerning  driveway  or  sidewalk  obstruction 
and  the  violation  is  valid  then  the  officer  should  ticked  the  violating  vehicle  and  cite  any 
vehicle  in  violation  in  that  block.  The  Secretary  added  that  Mr.  Howard  indicated  that  an 
officer  failing  to  ticket  a  violating  vehicle  is  a  training  issue.  Mr.  Weaver  commented  that 
there  is  an  amnesty  to  the  sidewalk  parking  rule  which  allows  vehicles  to  park  in  driveways 
and  partially  block  the  sidewalk  during  the  hours  of  street  cleaning.  Mr.  Weaver  moved  the 
following  motion: 

Motion:  THE  MTA  CAC  REQUESTS  THAT  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  PARKING  AND 
TRAFFIC  DEVELOP  TWO  SIDEWALK  PARKING  ENFORCEMENT  PROGRAM 
PROPOSALS  AND  COST  OUT  EACH  PROGRAM  PROPOSAL.  PROPOSAL 
ONE  SHOULD  BE  BUDGETED  AT  A  LEVEL  THAT  WOULD  ENABLE  THE 
DEPARTMENT  TO  RESPOND  TO  75%  OF  CALLS  FOR  SIDEWALK 
ENFORCEMENT  AND  PROPOSAL  TWO  SHOULD  BE  BUDGETED  AT  A  LEVEL 
THAT  WOULD  ENABLE  THE  DEPARTMENT  TO  RESPOND  TO  90%  OF 
CALLS  FOR  SIDEWALK  ENFORCEMENT. 

The  Chair  indicated  that  the  motion  unanimously. 

9.  Announcements  (Agenda  Item  9).  The  Chair  took  this  time  to  allow  comments  from 
Committee  members.  Mr.  Weaver  expressed  concern  regarding  the  effective  assignment  of 
Traffic  Enforcement  Officers  when  there  are  several  special  events  simultaneously  occurring 
in  the  City.  Mr.  Oka  commented  that  when  there  are  night  games  at  PacBell  Park  disabled 
Metro  patrons  should  not  be  prohibited  from  boarding  trains  if  unable  to  show  their  Fast 
Pass.  Mr.  Oka  announced  that  most  of  the  disability  and  access  issues  concerning  Muni  are 
resolved  through  the  Muni  Accessibility  Advisory  Committee  (MAAC)  and  the  agenda  and 
minutes  from  the  MAAC  would  be  routinely  distributed  with  the  STAC  information  packages. 
Mr.  Weaver  commented  that  the  MTA  CAC  reviews  issues  in  more  detail  that  the  MTA  Board, 
which  is  a  substantial  reason  many  of  the  Council  meetings  occur.  Mr.  Pilpel  arrived  at  this 
time  and  Mr.  Weaver  informed  him  of  the  Committee's  motion  that  was  passed  regarding  the 
issue  of  sidewalk  parking  enforcement.  Mr.  Pilpel  suggested  that  the  motion  concerning 
sidewalk  parking  enforcement  include  a  statement  specifying  a  particular  timeframe  in  which 
to  respond  to  complaints.  Mr.  Weaver  suggested  that  Proposal  One's  timeframe  of  the 
motion  be  specified  "in  a  timely  fashion"  and  Proposal  Two's  timeframe  be  specified  "within 
one  hour".  Mr.  Pilpel  suggested  that  both  proposals  indicate  how  much  they  are  over 
currently  expending  for  enforcement.  Mr.  Oka  and  Mr.  Weaver  provide  Mr.  Pilpel  an 
overview  regarding  items  discussed  during  the  meeting.  Mr.  Oka  announced  that  Linton 
Stable  is  the  Council's  liaison  regarding  the  merger  between  DPT  and  Muni  and  he  could  not 
attend  today's  Committee  meeting  as  a  result  of  attending  the  merger  meeting.  Open 
discussion  regarding  DPT's  staffing  at  the  Committee  level  occurred  in  which  Mr.  Pilpel 
addressed  Committee  members  concerns  regarding  staffing. 
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Mr.  Oka  announced  that  yesterday  a  memorial  was  held  in  honor  of  Mr.  Don  Chee,  a  former 
Chief  Engineer/Project  Manger  for  the  F-Line.  Muni  will  be  recommending  to  the  Board  to 
name  a  street  near  the  wharf  where  the  F-Line  runs  in  Mr.  Chee's  honor  and  that  Mr.  Oka 
will  be  speaking  in  support  of  the  recommendation.  Mr.  Pilpel  recommended  that  the  Chair 
notify  the  Council's  Chair  of  this  recommendation  going  before  the  Board  and  inquire  if  he  is 
willing  to  give  his  support.

3.  Introductions  (Agenda  Item  3).  The  Chair  introduced  John  Katz. 

4.  Review  and  Adoption  of  Minutes  October  10,  2002,  2002  (Agenda  4  - 
Discussion/Action).  Daniel  Weaver  moved  the  following  motion,  which  was  seconded  by 
Linton  Stables: 


Motion:      That  the  Safety,  Training  &  Accessibility  Committee  Minutes  of  October 
10,  2002  be  approved. 

The  motion  carried  unanimously. 

5.  Introductions  (Agenda  Item  4).  Bruce  Oka  (Chair)  referenced  the  Paratransit 
Coordinating  Council  (PCC)  Executive  Committee  Resource  Analysis  and  Allocation 
Subcommittee:  San  Francisco  Paratransit  Program  White  Paper  draft  of  November  2002  that 
was  distributed  to  all  Committee  members.  Mr.  Oka  stated  that  the  Paratransit  Program  is 
facing  an  extreme  funding  shortage  due  to  the  massive  budget  crisis  that  Muni  is  currently 
experiencing.  He  gave  an  overview  of  the  PCC  Executive  Committee  subcommittee's 
proposed  paratransit  fare  increases  and  commented  on  the  impact  it  would  have  on 
paratransit  users  and  the  associated  service  providers'  cost.  He  updated  Committee 
members  on  the  proposed  PCC  paratransit  fare  increases  affecting  the  cost  of  Paratransit 
Group  Van  Service,  anticipated  funding  shortages  and  increases  in  service  cost  over  the 
coming  years. 

The  Chair  also  provided  Committee  members  information  on  the  current  status  of  the 
implementation   of  the  paratransit  debit  card   program,  which   he  believes  will   not  be 
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Tuesday,  January  21,  2003 

implemented  until  early  2005,  and  the  significant  cost  the  taxi  program  has  had  on  the 
paratransit  budget.  Mr.  Oka  expressed  the  opinion  that  once  the  PCC  makes  its 
recommendation  regarding  the  implementation  of  the  debit  card,  it  is  his  hope  that  the 
Council  would  be  supportive.  Linton  Stables  expressed  concern  that  due  to  the  timeliness  of 
the  proposal,  quite  possibly  the  Chair  should  have  this  item  placed  on  the  Council's  agenda. 
Mr.  Oka  stated  that  he  would  follow-up,  accordingly. 

Mr.  Stables  called  for  a  Point  of  Clarification.  Stating  that  the  Chair  updated  the 
Committee  on  the  Paratransit  Group  Van  Service  Cap  during  his  comments  and  the 
Committee  should  consider  Agenda  Item  8  completed.  The  Chair  concurred. 

6.  Public  Comment  (Agenda  Item  6).  No  members  of  the  public  were  present  and  no 
comment  was  taken. 

7.  Follow-up  on  Executive  Director  Municipal  Transportation  Agency's  Response 
to  MTA  CAC  Recommendation  on  Reconfiguration  of  the  Phelan  Loop  (Agenda  Item 
7  -  Discussion/Action).  Committee  members  were  provided  a  copy  of  the  Executive 
Director's  letter  of  January  21,  2003  that  responded  to  the  Council's  recommendation 
concerning  the  reconfiguration  of  the  Phelan  Loop.  The  Char  stated  that  had  read  the 
Executive  Director's  letter  of  November  15,  2002  that  initially  replyed  to  the  Council's 
recommendation  regarding  reconfiguring  the  internal  space  at  the  Phelan  Loop.  Mr.  Weaver 
indicated  that  the  January  21st  letter  did  not  take  into  account  the  neighborhood  agreement. 
John  Katz,  Senior  Transit  Manager,  Project  Integration  (Construction),  indicated  that  a 
substantive  correction  needs  to  be  acknowledged  as  to  confusing  the  directions  of  "east" 
with  "west"  in  the  January  21st  and  that  the  neighborhood  agreement  is  a  more  recent 
development.  Mr.  Katz  indicated  that  the  January  21st  letter  represents  Muni's  position  and 
rational  prior  to  receiving  official  communications  about  the  results  of  the  neighborhood 
process  and  Muni's  involvement.  Mr.  Weaver  updated  the  Committee  by  stating  that  a  group 
of  six  community  members,  three  representing  the  OMI  Business  League  and  OMI  Neighbors 
in  Actions  (the  residents),  respectively,  met  and  reviewed  the  proposed  landscaping  and 
transit  waiting  area  plan.  This  group  agreed  with  the  plan  and  only  a  slight  change  in  adding 
no  more  than  three  parking  spaces  to  the  internal  area  was  suggested. 

Mr.  Katz  expressed  the  opinion  that  a  letter  stating  that  a  neighborhood 
understanding  had  been  reached  with  a  sketch  of  the  area  be  sent  to  the 
Executive  Director  signed  by  representative  from  the  OMI  Business  League,  the 
OMI  Neighbors  in  Action  and  Rev.  Gordon.  Mr.  Katz  indicated  that  he  could  assist 
Mr.  Weaver  in  developing  the  sketch  and  obtaining  associated  construction  cost 
estimates.  Mr.  Katz  commented  that  80%  of  the  contract  has  been  completed.  Following 
discussion  of  possible  reconfiguration  design  changes;  Mr.  Katz  expressed  the  opinion  that 
the  discussed  changes  lend  to  a  plan  that  is  a  good  solution  that  apparently  is  acceptable  by 
all  concerned.  Mr.  Stables  suggested  that  the  Committee  should  thank  Muni  for  considering 
a  modification  of  the  contract,  however,  the  neighbors  need  to  inform  the  Executive  Director 
of  their  agreement  and  proposed  changes  to  the  Phelan  Loop  area.  Mr.  Katz  stated  that  a 
new  redesign  has  to  be  re-quoted  and  Muni  will  have  to  renegotiate  contract  modification 
costs  with  the  Contractor.  The  Committee  agreed  that  no  action  was  required  at  this  time. 
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8.  Update  on  Paratransit  Group  Van  Service  Cap  (Agenda  Item  8  - 
Discussion/ Action).  Agenda  item  covered  under  the  Chair's  Comments  (Agenda  Item  5). 

9.  Follow-up  on  Executive  Director  Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic  Response 
to  MTA  CAC  Request  for  Development  of  Two  Sidewalk  Parking  Enforcement 
Program  Proposals  (Discussion/Action).  Reviewing  the  Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic 
(DPT)  response,  Mr.  Stables  questioned  the  Department's  rational  of  increasing  fines  as  a 
means  of  compliance  when  there  is  such  limited  enforcement.  He  expressed  the  opinion  that 
the  Department  is  attempting  to  achieve  enforcement  through  raising  fines,  which  is  revenue 
generation.  Mr.  Stables  agreed  to  prepare  a  draft  letter  for  the  MTA  CAC  Chair's  signature  in 
reply  to  DPT's  response  to  the  Council's  request.  Mr.  Stables  moved  the  following  motion, 
which  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Oka: 

Motion:  We  the  members  of  the  Safety,  Training  &  Accessibility  Committee 
believes  that  the  response  of  Mr.  Hamdun  (Executive  Director, 
Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic)  dated  December  19,  2002  is  non- 
responsive  in  regard  to  the  Council's  Request  for  Development  of  Two 
Sidewalk  Parking  Enforcement  Program  Proposals  and  a  response  will 
be  prepared  for  the  MTA  CAC  Chair's  signature  soliciting  a  better 
response. 

The  motion  carried  unanimously.

5.  Review  Draft  Letter  to  DPT  Regarding  Response  to  MTA  CAC  Request  for 
Development  of  Two  Sidewalk  Parking  Enforcement  Program  Proposals  (Agenda 
Item  4  -  Discussion/Action).  Daniel  Weaver  presented  the  Committee  a  draft  letter  for 
consideration  and  requested  that  the  letter  be  submitted  to  the  Council  in  reply  to  Fred 
Hamdun  (Executive  Director,  Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic  (DPT)),  response  of 
December  19,  2002  to  the  Council's  request  for  the  development  of  two  sidewalk  parking 
enforcement  program  proposals.  Committee  Members  voiced  their  dissatisfaction  with  the 
Department's  policy  of  imposing  higher  fines  as  a  means  of  deterring  sidewalk-parking  and 
driveway  violations  rather  than  a  more  proactive  enforcement  practice.  The  Committee  was 
in  agreement  that: 

•  DPT's  Parking  Control  Officers  (PCOs)  patrolling  the  neighborhoods  should  cite  at  all 
times  all  vehicles  illegally  parked  on  sidewalks  or  in  violation  of  driveway  parking 
regulations. 

•  DPT  should  institute  a  recurring  training  program  for  all  PCOs  regarding  proper 
enforcement  practices  and  citation  issuance. 

•  DPT  is  understaffed  and  more  PCOs  are  needed  which  would  greatly  assist  in 
enforcing  sidewalk  and  driveway  parking  regulations  as  well  as  support  special 
events. 
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Understanding  that  the  goal  of  parking  enforcement  is  compliance  and  not  revenue 
generation,  Committee  Members  expressed  the  opinion  that  a  community  awareness 
program  concerning  parking  regulations  should  be  conducted  in  educating  both  vehicle 
operators  and  residents'  of  the  negative  impact  the  obstruction  of  sidewalks  and  driveways 
have  on  the  disabled,  seniors,  and  the  communities  as  a  whole.  Linton  Stables  moved  the 
following  motion,  which  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Oka: 

Motion:  The  Safety,  Training  &  Accessibility  Committee  approve  and  submit  the 
draft  letter  in  reply  to  the  response  of  Mr.  Hamdun  (Executive  Director, 
Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic)  dated  December  19,  2002 
regarding  the  Council's  Request  for  Development  of  Two  Sidewalk 
Parking  Enforcement  Program  Proposals  for  the  Council's 
consideration. 

The  motion  carried  unanimously. 

6.  Phelan  Loop  Update  (Agenda  Item  6  -  Discussion/Action  [Attachment]).  Mr.  Weaver 
expressed  his  continued  interest  in  perusing  a  modification  to  the  contract  concerning  the 
inter-parking  area  and  landscaping  of  the  Phelan  Loop  Muni  stop.  He  commented  that  the 
Phelan  Loop  construction  project  was  closely  connected  to  the  K-Line  construction  project. 
Since  the  neighborhood  had  recently  reached  an  agreement  regarding  the  number  of  parking 
spaces  to  be  included  in  the  parking  area,  Mr.  Weaver  stated  that  he  would  prepare  a  draft 
letter  for  the  Committee  to  submit  to  the  Council  in  reply  to  Michael  Burns  (Executive 
Director,  Municipal  Transportation  Agency)  letter  of  January  21,  2003  requesting  that  Muni 
reconsider  an  alternative  design  plan  as  discussed  during  the  Committee's  January  21st 
meeting.

Dear  Mr.  Hamdun: 

Thank  you  for  your  response  to  our  Council's  request  for  two  budgetary  proposals  with 
regard  to  sidewalk  parking  enforcement.  However,  your  letter  does  not  actually  provide 
any  answers  to  the  questions  that  we  posed.  Your  suggested  alternative  means  toward 
achieving  the  goal  of  reducing  parking  on  sidewalks  does  not  seem  to  us  to  be  a  complete 
answer,  either. 

We  understand  and  support  the  principle  that  the  purpose  of  parking  enforcement  is  to 
gain  compliance,  and  not  revenue  generation.  Indeed,  we  were  not  asking  whether 
providing  a  higher  response  rate  to  sidewalk  parking  complaints  could  raise  money,  or 
even  if  it  could  pay  for  itself.  What  we  are  asking  is,  what  would  be  the  net  cost  of 
providing  a  higher  response  rate  to  such  complaints?  We  understand  that  some  of  the  cost 
would  be  in  providing  personnel  at  hours  of  the  day  that  are  not  "normal  business  hours". 
Part  of  the  work  of  the  Department,  as  you  point  out,  is  enforcement  of  the  parking  laws. 
Such  enforcement  needs  to  occur  when  the  infractions  occur,  whether  or  not  that  is 
during  normal  business  hours.  This  is  the  case  with  all  kinds  of  enforcement,  such  as  that 
performed  by  the  Police  Department.  Personnel  are  assigned  where  and  when  the  need  is 
greatest. 

With  regard  to  your  assertion  that  the  higher  fine  being  imposed  on  parking  violators  will 
have  the  desired  effect  of  reducing  sidewalk  parking,  we  think  that  without  any 
enforcement  of  the  law  and  the  fine,  it  will  have  no  effect  whatever.  The  posting  of  a 
punishment  is  not  the  same  as  actually  enforcing  it.  The  presence  of  Parking  Control 
Officers  is  required  for  the  law  to  be  enforced,  just  as  the  presence  of  a  police  officer  is 
needed  to  enforce  other  laws. 

We  repeat  our  request  to  have  two  budget  proposals  developed  to  increase  the  response 
rate  of  the  Department  to  75%  and  90%  of  sidewalk  parking  complaints.  Your 
.  Department  has  the  data  on  how  many  complaints  are  received,  and  should  be  able  to 
provide  the  proposals  we  are  requesting.

Dear  Mr.  Weaver: 


This  is  in  response  to  your  concerns  regarding  to  the  appearance  and  presence  of 
traffic  signal  controller  cabinets  on  public  streets. 

Historically,  traffic  signal  controller  cabinets  have  been  installed  above  grade  at  each 
signalized  location  to  house  the  traffic  signal  control  equipment  that  is  necessary  for 
proper  operation  of  the  traffic  signal.  It  is  essential  that  traffic  signal  controller  cabinets 
are  easily  accessible  to  maintenance  personnel  as  well  as  to  facilitate  upgrades  and  the 
addition  of  new  traffic  signal  control  equipment. 

There  are  several  reasons  why  DPT  has  increased  the  size  of  traffic  signal  controller 
cabinets.  New  requirements  and  demand  placed  on  traffic  signal  control  equipment 
require  additional  hardware,  which  in  turn  require  larger  cabinets.  Some  of  the  new 
functions  performed  by  the  equipment  include  advanced  2-way  communication  systems 
between  the  Traffic  Management  Center  and  traffic  signals,  video  detection,  traffic 
monitoring  -systems,  responsive  signal  timing,  real-time  feedback  of  traffic  conditions, 
and  variable  message  signs.  These  cabinets  provide  adequate  space  inside  to 
consolidate  all  traffic  signal  control  equipment  into  one  cabinet.  Thus,  we  can  avoid 
having  to  install  several  cabinets  to  house  the  same  equipment  at  each  signalized 
location.  DPT  has  standardized  its  cabinet  design  in  order  to  allow  for  rapid  response  to 
cabinet  damage  (knockdowns,  etc.)  and  to  minimize  purchase  costs  as  well  as 
maintaining  control  over  inventory  management. 

We  do  not  install  traffic  signal  control  equipment  underground  for  various  reasons.  A 
major  concern  with  underground  facilities  is  the  event  of  flooding.  Water  will  get  into 
nearly  any  underground  facility  anywhere  there  are  portals  or  openings.  This  creates 
problems  for  sensitive  electrical  equipment.  It  is  very  expensive  to  construct  and 
maintain  an  underground  space  to  house  equipment  that  will  not  flood.  In  addition, 
many  corners  in  the  City  already  have  existing  sub-basements  or  utility  vaults,  which 
create  an  expensive  burden  to  relocate  these  facilities  and  other  underground  utilities  to 
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make  space  for  the  cabinets.  Another  concern  associated  with  flooding  is  the  safe 
operation  of  traffic  signals.  If  a  traffic  signal  controller  cabinet  is  flooded,  it  could  cause 
traffic  signals  to  malfunction  and  operate  improperly  and  may  lead  to  traffic  accidents. 
Ventilation  is  another  concern  if  traffic  signal  controller  cabinets  are  installed 
underground.  Without  proper  ventilation,  the  traffic  signal  control  equipment  could 
overheat  due  to  heat  being  trapped  in  an  enclosed  space  and  could  also  cause  traffic 
signals  to  malfunction.  These  problems  not  only  affect  the  performance  of  the 
equipment  but  also  to  those  who  maintain  and  repair  the  equipment.  The  confined 
space  of  an  underground  facility  can  make  it  difficult  for  maintenance  workers  to 
conduct  repairs  if  traffic  signal  control  equipment  is  installed  underground. 

The  City  of  San  Jose  has  recently  investigated  this  matter  and  has  determined  that  it  is 
not  feasible  to  install  traffic  signal  control  equipment  underground.  Our  current  practice 
of  installing  traffic  signal  control  equipment  above  ground  is  consistent  with  San  Jose's 
assessment  and  nationwide  practice. 

In  regards  to  your  suggestion  to  enclose  traffic  signal  control  equipment  in  street 
furniture  such  as  a  bench,  DPT  recommends  against  such  practice,  as  it  would  further 
encroach  on  already  limited  sidewalk  space.  We  comply  with  the  Department  of  Public 
Works'  minimum  path  of  travel  requirements,  which  needs  an  absolute  minimum  of  4 
feet  clear.  We  also  try  to  install  the  cabinet  as  inconspicuously  as  possible.  However, 
the  cabinet  does  need  to  be  placed  in  a  location  where  maintenance  workers  have  a  full 
view  of  the  intersection  while  repair  work  is  being  done.
